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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-8 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Okochi et al, U. S. Patent 
Application Publication 2003/0017331 or EP 1,262,534 or Gruberet al, U. S. Patent 
4,491,646. 

Claims are rejected for reasons of record. All three references teach adhesive 
compositions comprising the required acrylic polymer with the specific two monomers 
as required and with the proportions as required, in combination with the specific 
isocyanate compounds also in the claimed proportions. Applicants have argued that 
Gruber et al does not teach the claimed proportions of the claimed 2 types of 
monomers, but the examples of Table 2 meet the claimed polymers. The assumption of 
the relationship between crosslinking density and gel fraction is now supported as well 
known in the prior art from the references cited. A search of the patent literature turned 
up 389 hits of crosslink near2 gel adj fraction, and the cited references were taken at 
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random from the list. The 2 patents, 6,956,010 and 6,414,047 even define crosslinking 
density by the measurement of gel fraction. The connection between the two is, in fact, 
notoriously well known in the art. The rejection made was a 102/103 rejection under In 
re Fitzgerald Et Al, 205 USPQ 594. Although the proportions of monomers taught in the 
references and the amounts of isocyanate are not the identical ranges, the ranges 
taught substantially overlap, and would be at least prima facie obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. The requirement for use "for an electro-magnetic shielding film" 
has been considered, but is viewed as a mere intended use or as an inherent possible 
use since the compositions are taught to form films and are made from the same 
components. This type of rejection allows applicant to rebut the presumptions made 
with evidence commensurate in scope to the claims. No such evidence has been 
presented. The claims are, therefore, properly rejected over the cited references. 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claim 11 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. No mention of or support for the concept of the 
absence of acid groups has been found in the Specification, although the examiner 
looked for it in the locations cited in applicants' response
